I thought he was making the 
most o f his spite, and endeavouring t«> injure the M irror 
through me; and 1 was not very much surprised to find 
some sneaking and insidious carping at this periodical 
from the pen o f the renegade E nglish editor of the 
A m erican Monthly in an obscure corner of that affair.

Previous to the publication of the novel called “ The 
Brothers,” it was my misfortune accidentally, and con­ 
sequently 
unintentionally, to

the 
following manner. 
T he editor o f the M irro r being ab­ 
sent in the country for a few days, the charge of the 
establishment in the meantime devolved upon your hum­ 
ble servant, who had never yet heard either of Mr Her­ 
bert, or his Magazine. 
Happening to be at the Messrs 
Harper one day, I was informed that a new work of 
some merit was in the press, and that a chapter, as a 
specimen of the work, was at the service of the M ir ­ 
ror. 
The precise words used by Mr Harper, in refer­ 
ence to “ The Brothers” when handing me a portion of 
the work, were these— “ This is by a countryman of 
yours, an Englishman.” 
Being pleased with the fragment thus received, I 
immediately caused it to he inserted in 
The M irro r, 
with a most complimentary introduction, which 1 had 
pleasure in writing on account of the merit of the book. 
In the course of these remarks I stated that “ the book 
was a reprint by the Messrs Harper of an English work, 
and would appear from their press in a few w eek s.” — 
This form of expression, it appears, gave much offence 
to Herbert, who complained bitterly to Mr Harper of 
the injury that would accrue to the sale of the books,by 
thus giving it a foreign origin, when in truth it was writ­ 
ten in New York, attd was to bo represented as a pro­ 
duction of native talent. 
Mr Harper, in consequence, 
had an explanation with m e, and I stated to him how 
the mistake originated; namely, in his having told me

of the English press ! 
T his is an utter, monstrous, and 
incredible fiction— hut I have nothing to do with Dr 
M acKenzie’s aflairs ; my only duty with reference to 
that gentleman** productions is to peruse his communica­ 
tions to the M irr o r, 
to ascertain whether they are 
adapted to its pages, Col Morris not being able to do 
this from his protracted indisposition. 
1 shall not no­ 
tice any other portion of that mendacious article, except 
to say in general terms, that its assertions are all us 
false as the one just commented upon, while its opin­ 
ions tire only entitled to 
such consideration us they 
merit, about which the public are as competent judges 
as you or I. 
I might as well remark, en p a ssa n t, that I sent the di­ 
atribe to Col .Morris who referred it to me with these 
words— “ this is a malicious thing, and 1 think the pub­ 
lic will disregard it. 
Towards Col’s. W ebb and Stone 
I have never had any hut kind feelings, and if .Mr In­ 
man or Mr Herbert has written the article, much good 
may it do them — it will do me no harm. 
I shall not 
notice it in any w ay, but I have no doubt some o f my 
friends will. 
Should they, however, care nothing about 
it, I don’t see any reason why I should. 
1 have never 
noticed such attacks, and I am net going to begin now .” 
I have taken advantage of that phrase of his, “ some 
of my friends w ill,” and without consulting him any 
further on the matter I trouble you with this explanation, 
as un act of justice to him, and to vindicate m yself from 
unmerited censure. 
On a rev iew o f the entire ctrcum- 
tances I write m yself down as a most injured gentle­ 
man. 
If you think proper to publish it, you will be the 
means of exposing as unworthy a clique o f small lit­ 
terateu rs as ever infested and disgraced a community. 
I have not signed this letter, as you know my name 
and address, and that I am not the sort of p«;rson to 
shrink from the muintuinance of any thing which 1 have 
penned.
